Teaching the Indians to Work.

The Indians 
Were at that time a lazy, shiftless lot, but 
Ms}. Lincoln bas effected 4 wonderful im- 
provement. He assigns to each family so 
many rows of potatoes, turnips, etc,, and 
tesches the Indians how to care for them. 
On the farm cultivated in this manner more 
than $4,000 worth of vegetables and grain 
were raise d and harvested this year, the la- 
dians doing ali the necessary labor. Besides 
this work the [Indians have dug large root- 
houses, lined them inside with stone, and 
made them Becure against frost. Fifty cents 
a day is the wages paid by the Government 
tor labor, and there are many Who are em- 
plovéd steadily. All have learned to work 
to advantage. But the best of ali is that the 
young tien, the most intractable usually, are 
taking as kindly to the new order of things 
us their elders.
